Detailed Action 

1 . The Applicant's amendment filed on January 1 1 , 201 0 was received. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Specification 

3. The objection the specification has been withdrawn in view of the Applicant's 
amendment to the title. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Inoue et al. in 
view of Enjoji et al. and Voss et al. on claims 1-15 is withdrawn, because of Applicant's 
arguments and perfection of the foreign priority documents. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 5 
are allowed. The invention of independent claims 1 and 14 recites a fuel cell with a 
coolant flow field including two or more inlet buffers separate from each other, at least 
one inlet buffer disposed on a first side of a coolant supply passage and at least another 
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inlet buffer disposed on a second side of said coolant supply passage, two or more 
outlet buffers separate from each other connected to said coolant discharge passage, at 
least one inlet buffer disposed on a first side of said coolant discharge passage and at 
least another outlet buffer disposed on a second side of said coolant discharge 
passage, and straight flow grooves connected between said inlet buffers and said outlet 
buffers provided between a first and second metal plate. The closest prior art of record 
Inoue et al. does not teach the use of inlet and outlet buffers for any of the fluid 
passages. The invention of independent claim 9 recites a fuel cell with a coolant flow 
field which includes two or more inlet buffers separate from each other connected to 
said coolant supply passage through inlet connection passages, two or more outlet 
buffers separate from each other connected to said coolant discharge passage through 
outlet connection passages, and flow grooves connected between said two or more inlet 
buffers and said two or more outlet buffers. The closest prior art of record Inoue et al. 
does not teach the use of inlet and outlet buffers for any of the fluid passages.
